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“Aye” Division Lobby. The Houses of Parliament 
are a most imposing pile of buildings viewed from the 
river frontage. On their site once stood the ancient Royal 
Palace of Edward the Confessor, which, however, was 
considerably altered and rebuilt, notaoly by William Rufus, 
Stephen, and Henry VIII. 
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“ Aye ” Division Lobby. The Interior of the 
building is handsomely and in some parts even 
sumptuously fitted up in the style characteristic of 
the period. The walls of the House of Commons are 
panelled with Oak, and in the stained-glass windows 
are the armorial bearings of parliamentary boroughs. 
The House is flanked on each side by Division 
Lobbies into which the IMembers file when a vote is 
taken, “ Ayes ” to the right and “ Noes ” to the left.
